Death of John P. Rogers. 


John Prentice Rogers, senior member of the firm of John

The voice from the Corner Desk of the W. Bingham Co., 
Cleveland, is heard this month in the following strain: 

It would seem that the reconstruction of methods that is 
taking place in the Hardware trade will call for a greater 
attention to detail, and to a closer watch of the odds and 
ends of business. Goods are bought in smaller quantities 
and oftener, necessitating a closer watch upon stocks and 
a greater amount of clerical work in caring for accounts, 
increased correspondence, and a general multiplication of 
the small things that make up the drudgery of mercantile 
affairs. The objection that I can see to such a state of 
things is the increased amount of labor and the withdrawal] 
of attention from the more productive features of business, 
but there are some compensating advantages. Business 
will be done on a safer basis, with fewer overstocks, and 
with less seasonable goods carried over, and in course of 
time stores will be cleaner of dead stock; then the two per 
cent. cash discount will be more generally taken, since the 
investment in stock is reduced and® bills are smaller and 
more easily met. Again, there is a greater likelihood that 
superfluities will be lopped off—outgrown methods, or lines 
of goods that have been carried merely as a matter of habit 
after the active demand for them has ceased. 

Another advantage in many stores will be the necessity 
of introducing some system to take care of the increased 
work, to replace the ‘‘by guess and by gosh” methods 
that too often prevail, for the time is rapidly coming when

When one has something very important on his mind 
how he dislikes to open up the subject to the party most in- 
terested.

Adjustable Handle Bar. 
The Adjustable Handle Bar here shown is manufactured 
by the Ariston Mfg. Co., Westboro, Mass., and the Hoole

The Bi-Gear.

This Chain is described as follows: ‘‘ The roller 
joints in these Chains are actually perfect roller bearings, 
each of which consists of two rolling pins made of the finest 
tool steel, carefully hardened. These pins are arranged 
side by side in the cylindrical holes in the centre links of 
the chain, and are adapted to roll against each other as the 
joints are worked. The shorter of these pins is provided 
with a cylindrical rolling surface and is wholly contained 
within the centre links, but the longer pin extends through 
the side links and is provided with a plane rolling surface,

arranged perpendicular to the length of the side links. 
This perpendicular arrangement of the plane rolling surface 
is important, as it avoids all tendency to slipping or sliding 
between the rolling surfaces of the joint. This is easily 
seen to follow from the fact that the side links do not rest 
on the sprocket wheels, and therefore the force due to the 
tension of the chain always acts in the direction of their 
lengths and therefore perpendicular to these plane rolling 
surfaces. This form of roller bearing, consisting of a hard- 
ened cylindrical surface, rolling on a hardened plane sur- 
face, has a great advantage over a ball bearing, so far as 
its capacity to work under great pressure is concerned, for 
while the balls present a point only fora rolling surface, 
our bearing presents a line the full length of the cylindrical 
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rolling surface. Actual tests have proved that the roller

shain on a bicycle is rarely more than 600 pounds, this test 
proves the durability of these joints. These roller joints 
are frictionless, will not wear and need absolutely no lubri- 
ation of any kind. The side links are securely attached to 
the long rolling pins by having the ductile metal of which 
they are made, forced into niches provided in the ends of 


these pins. The centre links are hardened to prevent wear

n the outside from contact with the sprocket wheels. The 
chains are made true as to pitch and will remaintrue. The 


chain is uncoupled by sliding out the spring clincher plate, 
then removing the side link back of it. The opposite side 
link, with seat pins attached, can then be easily removed, 
and the chain uncoupled.”’

Columbia Crank Shaft. 

The illustration which appears here represents the mech- 
inism used by the Pope Mfg. Co., Hartford, Conn., in the 
construction of the crank shaft of their Columbia bicycles. 
The manufacturers explain that ‘‘the ‘cranks and crank 
shaft are in two parts, each half of the shaft with the crank 
being forged in one piece. The cranks are of the very best 
hardened spring steel. The strength of the shaft and cranks 
is figured on a theoretical basis—the same as the strength 
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of the crank for any engine is determined; and the cranks 
are then made to stand the requirements. The spider, or 
centre, of the sprocket is keyed and then brazed to the 
shaft, and the cranks and spider are afterward clock-spring 
tempered. The cranks and sprocket have stood without 
the slightest injury a test of 400 pounds applied to the 








centre of the pedal in order to subject the whole to a com- 
bined twisting and bending strain. The shaft is joined by a 
V-joint combination within a sleeve. This sleeve is a forg- 
ing, the ends of which form the cones of the bearings. To 
assemble this mechanism, the sleeve, balls and cases are 
put into the bracket and adjusted. A key, put through a 
hole in the bracket for this purpose, fits in a slot in a flange 
on the sleeve and holds it stationary. The cranks, held in 
proper relation with each other at the start, are screwed 
into the sleeve on right and left-handed threads, until the 
V-joint engages, the turning being in the forward direc- 
tion. As will be noticed, this combination makes a secure 
engagement, and renders it impossible for the cranks to be 
in other than perfect alignment. In adjusting the bearings, 
the case on the sprocket side is held stationary by being 
screwed tight against a shoulder. The opposite case is se- 
cured in its adjustment by animproved binding bolt device. 
To allow of this adjustment, the barrel is made thinner, 
and not slotted, thus rendering these bearings absolutely 
The adjusting case is made extra heavy to per- 
mit of a secure clamping without warping it. The ballsare 
three-eighth-inch in diameter, with ten on each side. Both 
the cases and cones at their working surfaces are spherical 
in form, which gives the balls a direct rolling action and 
the least number of points of contact. ‘The width between 
the ball centres is three inches. The tread—the term gen- 
erally accepted being from faces of the cranks at the shaft— 
is 5 7-16 inches on the regular wheels, and 5% inches on

Certainly you have had every opportunity and advantage 
civen you to make your deliberations successful. Bear in 
mind, no one house can successfully control and gain su- 
premacy over the small and less favored ones, and I would 
urge upon you, as an Association, the importance of har- 
mony and unity of action, and to let your deliberations 
always be tempered with fairness, otherwise your coming 
together will result in no special good. Remember, prices 
once agreed upon and broken destroy the stability of values 
and sink them to a point where there is no money for any- 
one. I am of the opinion that our Association has 
attempted to carry too extended a list. It is better for you 
to operate well a few articles, than to strive to make an _ex- 
tended schedule and fail in the effort. 

We labor under a number of disadvantages in having so 
made 


many large cities, which have been distributing 


points for the densely settled territory. I would, therefore,

urge upon you in the coming vear, to take such measures 
as will tend to induce the larger houses to join our <Asso- 
ciation, and maintain and profit by the prices which you 
may make from time to time; but just how this is to be 
brought about is for you to formulate and determine. | 
would suggest that New England have three Associations 
instead of two; their territorial limits defined by a joint 
convention, and the respective houses assigned to their 
proper organizations. 

New England being unfavorably located in regard to the 
natural resources, I fear its future 1s not a brilliant one 
from a manufacturing standpoint, and | am reminded of 
the words of his honor the Lieutenant Governor, that the 
future must depend largely upon the finer and artistic 
erades of manufactured articles.

Without theirexample and their noble 
work, New England would not be what it is to-day—the 
proudest collection of commonwealths in the United States 
or any part of the globe. ‘Times have greatly changed, but 
in all the work of politics, of education and humanitarian 
efforts, the country is not going backward, but we must 
hesitate before departing too far from the paths trodden by 


those men of old. We all believe in the Commonwealth of 


Massachusetts and are always delighted to hear her praised. 
Her history and her resplendent record of noble deeds are 
known to the world. 
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She has been true to the principles laid down by the 
founders of the government—true to education, patriotism 
and humanity. It cannot be said of Massachusetts to-day 
that she ostracises any of her citizens because of color, sect 
or religion, and we say shame on any Southern State which 
refuses to recognize or entertain a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature because he happens to have a skin 
darker than their own. And her face has always been 
toward the morning. (Applause). 

When Wendell Phillips was making his first great speech 
in Fanueil Hall before an unruly mob in behalf of Garrison, 
there was a moment when his courage almost gave way be- 
fore the hisSes and opposition of his audience, but just at 
that moment a card was handed to him upon the platform 
from his wife, which contained two simple words: ‘‘Wendell, 
stick!” and, catching the inspiration of that thought, he 
had his hearers under perfect control until the end of the 
meeting, and was the next morning hailed as one of the 
foremost orators of the country.

It was the opinion of the members 
of our Association that under ordinary conditions our com- 
bined profits would not have reached $5000. Some of the 
more conservative thought even this too high an estimate. 
[thas alyays been a question in my mind whether or not 
we make any money on the four items mentioned. I feel 
certain we do not if we charge them with their legitimate 
proportion of the e xpenses of doing business. 

The sum of $35,000 divided among six houses in propor- 
tion to sales would go very far towards paying house rents, 
losses by 


taxes, insurance, and at least a part of the 


bad debts. I think you will agree with me that this is a 
remarkably good showing on articles which usually net a 
loss. 

‘adding thirty or forty other staples, and forcing our 
men on the road to sell at our fixed prices, we found at the 
end of our fiscal year (after finishing our inventories) that 
the balances were on the comfortable side of the ledger,

When I laid down my musket and took up the duties of 
the citizen, I did so with the understanding that the past 
was buried, and I thank God that I brought home with me 
no bitterness—no desire for revenge. I number to-day as

It not infrequently happens in my profession that the 
arguments addressed to court or jury, in a given case, have 
very little or no application to the real question 1n issue, of 
which this preface of mine may be taken as an illustration.

topic for my talk on this.occasion. Not, however, 
after the example of the man who said that when he told a 
story he put it so far back that there was nobody old 
enough to contradict him. We are not dealing with an- 
cient history, and yet it is thirty years since the close of 
our civil war, and more than twenty years since the Treaty 
of Washington was ratified, and it may well be that there 
are those present who, while they are familiar with the 
gyeneral events which occurred during one of the most im- 


portant and trying periods in our national existence, are 
conversant. with their details, and do not know how 
wly we escaped from a war with the mother country, 
the consequences of which no one could have predicted. 


Next to the settlement of the Northeastern boundary 
tion by Mr. Webster, then Secretary of State, and Lord 
Ashburton, under the First Treaty of Washington, signed 
ust 9, 1842, and perhaps even paramount to that, this 
ever stand in our history as one of the greatest tri- 

phs of peace. My duties required of me a carefu! study 

of the events which led to this peaceable adjustment. 
Bear with me a few moments while I give a brief summary 
ne of the first acts of the British Government, which 
was almost universally regarded here as unfriendly, was its 


early recognition of the Southern States as belligerents. 


Its inevitable result was claimed and proved, to be to en- 
courage the Confederacy in their attempt to destroy the 
Union. This recognition was brought about by the concur- 


rent action of Great Britain and Emperor Napoleon the 
Second. But so careful was the latter to prevent the build- 

r and fitting out of vessels within the territory of France 
to prey upon our commerce, that when the war ended we 
had no cause of complaint against that government for 
breach of its international duties towards our government. 
It was far otherwise in respect to England. The sympa- 
thies of the nobility and ruling classes of that country were, 
almost without exception, with the South. The Liberal 
party was then in power headed by Earl Russell, Lord 
Palmerston and Mr. Gladstone, all of whom in their public 
and private utterances, declared their belief that the North 


could not succeed. Thus encouraged, the Confederate 
Government established agencies in London and Liverpool, 
and beyan the work of building and fitting out cruisers, 


Whose sole purpose was to destroy and drive from the seas 
our merchant vessels. In this they were assisted by ship 
builders in Liverpool and elsewhere within the British 
dominions. who resorted to every artifice and deceit to 
carry out their purposes—and with a government which 
Showed itself only too ready to wink at such proceedings, 
the task was not difficult. 

Under such favorable conditions there were built and

fitted out in British ports, among a number of other vessels 


designed for depredations on the high seas, the notorious 
Alabama, commanded by Captain Semmes; the -/orida and 
the Shenandoah, which sailed without molestation from 
those ports flying the British flag until their safety was 
assured, when the Confederate flag was substituted, and 
was thereafter used during their subsequent maurading 
careers, which continued to the close of the war. They 
captured a great number of American vessels, which, as 
there were no Confederate ports where they could be taken 
for adjudication, were destroyed, together with their car- 
goes, to an enormous value. Fortunately, the representa- 
tive of our government at the Court of St. James during 
this period was Mr. Charles Francis Adam%, who displayed 
ability, sagacity and courage under the tryinz circumstan- 
ces of his position, such as entitle him to rank among the 
most conspicuous figures in the history of that memorable 
struggle. (Applause.) But his remonstrances, his presen- 
tation of evidence to show, while those ships were in pro- 
cess of construction, that they were designed for the Con- 
federate service, made no impression whatever upon minds 
already closed to such appeals. At last he addressed a 
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note to Earl Russell, in which, after arraigning the govern- 
ment for its past delinquencies in permitting the Confed- 
eracy to use the soil of England and her colonies as a base 
for sending out predatory expeditions against a power with 
which England was on friendly relations, and calling his 
special attention to two more vessels then nearly com- 
pleted and intended for the same service as the A/alama, 
he used these words, worthy to stand by the side of the 
boldest revolutionary utterances of his great ancestor, 
John Adams: 

‘‘It would be superfluous in me to point out to your lord- 
ship that this is war. No matter what may be the theory 
adopted of neutrality in a struggle, when this process is 
carried on in the manner indicated, from the territory and 
with the aid of the subjects of a third party, that third 
party to all intents and purposes ceases to be neutral. 

In my belief it is impossible that any nation, re- 
taining a proper degree of self-respect, could tamely sub- 
mit to a continuance of relations so utterly deficient in re- 
ciprocity. I have no idea that Great Britain would do so 
for a moment.”’ 

Bear in mind that this was addressed to the Secretary of 
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the Cabinet having charge of the foreign relations of the 
most powerful nation on the face of the globe, on the fifth 
of September, 1863, when gold was selling on Wall Street 
at 131, and before our armies had achieved any decisive 
victories. (Applause.) 

It is gratifying to record that just three days after the 
date of this note, Mr. Adams received the following reply: 

‘‘Lord Russell presents his compliments to Mr. Adams, 
and has the honor to inform him that instructions have 
been issued which will prevent the departure of the two 
iron-clad vessels from Liverpool.” 

One good thing can always be said of our English cousins, 
they adinite pluck even though it be directed against them- 
selves. 

But I am making a tiresome address out of what was 
originally intended to be only a brief talk, and must 
hasten on. 

At the end of the war, the losses of our merchants from 
the depredations of the Confederate cruisers became the 
subject of a claim against Great Britain for failure to per- 
form its international obligation towards this country. 
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This resulted in the meeting of the Joint Commissioners, 
at Washington, out of which, as I have before said, came 
the second treaty of Washington, which provided for the 
settlement by arbitration of all matters in dispute between 
the two governments, and especially of the claims generally 
designated as the ‘‘ Alabama Claims,” so called from the 
principal Confederate cruiser of that name. The Board of 
Arbitration consisted of five members; one named by the 
United States, who was most fittingly selected, Mr. Charles 
Francis Adams; one by Great Britain, Lord Cockburn, its 
Lord Chief Justice, and one each by the King of Italy, the 
President of the Swiss Confederation and the Emperor of 
grazil. They met at Geneva, and after considering the 
evidence and most exhaustive arguments on both sides, on 
the 14th of September, 1872, awarded by a vote of 4 to 1 
(che British arbitrator dissenting’), that Great Britain should 
pay to the United States the gross sum of $15,500,000 in 
gold coin, at Washington, within one year from the date of 
the award. This award was based upon losses accruing 
from the destruction of property belonging to our citizens, 
by the cruisers Alabama, Florida and Shenandoah. All 


other claims were either withdrawn by the United States. 
from the consideration of the arbitrators, or were dis- 
allowed by that tribunal. 


An interesting episode occurred in regard to the transfer 
of so large an amount of gold at one time from London to 
Washington. Its weight was over twenty-eight and a half 
tons. But that was a trifling obstacle. Anxiety was felt 
among bankers and others that it might affect, tempor. 
arily, the exchanges and other business relations between 
this country and Europe. The anticipated difficulty was 
obviated 1n a very simple manner. The government was 
at that time engaged in calling in for redemption its five- 
twenty six per cent. bonds of the loan of 1862, and issuing in 
their stead, five per cent. bonds of the funded loan under 
the Act of 1870. In June, 1873, the treasurer issued a call 
tor $20,000,000 of the 62 loan, most of which was held in 
Kurope, and special notice was given to the parties em- 
ployed by Great Britain to effect the transfer of the Geneva 
fund, that they might deposit these called bonds and over- 
due coupons with the officers of the Treasury Department 
sent to London for that purpose, who would apply them to 
the payment of this sum due to the United States, givin: 
certificates therefor from time to time as the bonds were 
surrendered. Before the amount became payable un 
the award, there had been deposited to its account 
treasury, or with its London agents, the whole $15,500, 
the certificates received therefor were all delivered up, 
and one coin certificate for the entire amount was issu 
payable to the order of Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & C 
Morton, Bliss & Co. and Jay Cooke & Co., the agents of th 
sritish Government, who endorsed it to the joint order

‘The Army and the People” was the speech assigned 
Capt. John Bigelow, jr., of the United States Army, who 
handled his subject in the expressive and entertaining 
manner presented below: 

CAPTAIN JOHN BIGELOW ON THE ‘SARMY.” 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: When invited to address 
vou I could not but feel that this compliment was paid me 
as an officer of the army rather than as a private indi- 
vidual. I was especially pleased at the presumption it cre- 


1 in my mind that you are more or less interested in the

army, and so, being allowed to choose my own subject, |

toast: ‘‘ The Army and the People.” 

The army of the United States is unique in many re- 
spects, but in none is it so notable as in the degree of its 
isolation from the people. There is no other army of a 
great people that is so little seen, so little known, so little 
cared about by those who pay for its maintenance and de- 
pend on its efficiency as ours. The only other army that 
comes anywhere near it in these respects is the one to which 
we are indebted for the groundwork of our military institu- 
tions, and moreover for the first occasion to put them to a 
practical test-—-that of our mother country. The armies of 
the continent of Europe are made up of the people. The 
German army iscloser to the German people and bet- 
ter known to it than is the militia, for instance, of Massa- 
chusetts to the people of Massachusetts. 

The singular estrangement between our army and our 
people is attributable to a number of causes. There is, to 
begin with, the remoteness of many of our garrisons from 
the great centers of population. This is being remedied 
the gradual consolidation of military commands at 


—' 
~~ 
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points on or near the railroads, accompanied to some ex- 
tent by the recruiting of regiments from about these points. 
This local recruitment cannot fail to create an interest on 
the part of particular communities, not only in their re- 
spective regiments, but also in the army at large. 

There is the traditional distrust of the army as a danger 
toliberty. Thearmy, itissaid, islacking insympathy with 
the people. The army has never shown a lack of sympathy 
with the people of the United States. It has indeed shown 
itself unsympathetic towards communities. It did not, for 
instance, respond sympathetically to the grievances of the 
Pittsburg or of the Chicago rioters. 

The strong point of the regular army as a police force is 
its freedom from local interest or attachment, its readiness 
to shoot at one mob as soon as at another. And yet the 
r gular soldier feels as warmly for the people as a whole as 
any militiaman feels toward the people of his State. It 
would be as hard to march the regular army against the 
people of this country as it would be to turn the militia of 
any town or village against the people of that community. 
(Applause. ) 

How, you may say, about those who went with the South 
in 1861? They were not thearmy. They wereasmall pro- 
portion of the officers, and, so far as I can learn, there was 
not a single enlisted man to follow their example, not a pri- 
vate or a corporal or a sergeant who did not stand by the 
flag of the people whom he had sworn to defend against all 
their enemies whomsoever. (Applause. ) 

People who suffer from lack of sympathy on the part of 
the army are a small portion of the people of the*United 
States. This people of ours is not a union, or a brother- 
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hood, or a petitioning army; not a company or other cor- 
poration; not the people of any class, order, or condition, 
or of any section, but all the people of the entire country. 
That is the people with which the army sympathizes, the 
people for which its heart beats, and the only one. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

There is the popular unconcern as to our military estab- 
lishment, due to the idea that we are safe against aggres- 
sion. An attack upon our country does seem improbable, 
but, gentlemen, is it impossible? Granting that there is no 
single nation that would attempt it, is there no possible 
combination of nations that might? Can we afford to take 
any chances in the matter of our national honor, our na- 
tional existence? You are thinking, I dare say, of our past 
successes of arms, of our peaceful foreign policy. Our 
military annals are a just source of pride to us, but they are 
also, it seems to me, a kind of misfortune. They are pecu- 
liarly fit to deceive a people as to its military strength. Our 
school histories should teach us that we were favored in 
our war of independence by a combination of political fol *y 
and military incapacity on the part of the enemy such a ;: 
rain; that the war of the re 
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bellion would have been disastrous to us had the enemy 
been a military people. Our peaceful policy I regardas a 

invitation to attack, rather than a protection against it; ou 

non-intervention as a forfeiture of friendship, rather than a 
bar to aggression. Far be it from me to depreciate our 
policy of abstaining from entangling alliances; but if we 
never help others, others will never help us. Wemust be 
prepared to take care of ourselves. 

Do you trust to the justice of your cause and say, There 
is a just God, who preserved us and made usa nation. It 
is precisely because God is just, that I say, do not leave it 
to him to fight your battles. If I believed that God would 
protect a nation from the consequences of a willful and de- 
liberate neglect of the means of self-defence I could never 
believe in divine justice. Such intervention as Providence 
may have vouchsafed us in the past was due, not solely to 
the justice of our cause, but to that coupled with our faculty 
of relying upon ourselves. (Applause.) If our forefathers 
defended our country as the Chinese of to-day are defend- 
ing theirs, God Almighty, I reverently believe, would not 
have raised a finger to help them. ‘‘God helps those who 
help themselves.” 
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Philanthropists may tell me of the brotherhood of men, 
the citizenship of the world, and all that; they only make 
me think of Carthage and Poland and Hungary. I shall 
believe in a world citizenship when I find myself living 1n 
a world empire, a world nation. I wish that the parlia- 
ment of man may be realized, and furthermore I believe 
that it will be; but I have no sympathy with those who ere

striving to convince the world that it is realized. 


ization; let us encourage them and do what we can to 
assist them (applause); but let us not anticipate their suc- 
cess. 

Great things are expected of arbitration, but the most 
earnest advocates of this remedy for war, recognize its un- 
certainty. They admit that questions may come up be- 
tween nations which are not fit subjects for arbitration, 
which can be settled only with the sword. Again there is 
no effective sanction for the decrees of arbitration. There 
is no real assurance that the parties to a case will abide by 
the decision, that they will not goto war in spite of it. 
Arbitration that does not avert war is not my notion of ar- 


bitration. It ought, I think, to be given a different name. 
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For nations to agree that they will submit their disputes to 
arbitration with the understanding that they may go to war 
afterwards, if they want to, is hke two contending base ball 
clubs, who should agree upon an umpire with the under- 
standing, that if they do not like his decisions, they may 
have afree fight. Arbitration reduces the frequency of 
war; it does not prevent It. 

Our army then is a necessity, not only as a police force 
in time of peace, but also asa nucleus for a greater army in 
time of war. At present the army is appreciated as a guard 
for our frontier settlements and Indian reservations, and as 
a force that rioters respect. (Applause). It is well thought 
of as a source of Indian agents and of instructors at military 
colleges; it has even been looked upon as a pattern for a 
city police, and asa national school of forestry; but who 
thinks of it asa nursery of military taient and virtue for 
another grand army; as a leaven for anew rank and file; 
asa corps of organizers, instructors, and leaders for the 
youth of our land in a future war. Who concerns himself 
as to whether the army 1s so governed and administered as 


to realize these forms of utility? 
Flings are made at the army on the score of conservatism, 
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red tape, idleness, snobbishness, etc. There is much in the 


army that is not as it should be, but, gentlemen, you are 


masters of the army. If if is not good enough for you, why 
do you not make it better? Consider how much of you 
time and thought you devote to it, and then ask yourselves 
whether it is not on the whole as good an army as you de- 
serve to have. (Applause.) If you thought about the army 
as much as the army thinks about you, you would have a 
vastly better army than you have. (Applause).
